DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 1 has been canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of the record in particular Miller'901 does not teach or suggest a supporting 

structure for an electromagnetic device used in oil, including inter alia a coil terminal 
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electrically connected to said conductor at an end part thereof which is led out from said 
coil, the outer coating at said end part of said conductor being removed, wherein at 
least one of said coil terminal and said end part is coated with an overcoat made of a 
resin having low permeability to elemental sulfur and sulfur compounds.
